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GHI Board Hears Members’ Requests 
For Exemptions, Employee Survey 


Crime Prevention Committee 
Sets Neighborhood Watch

The Greenbelt Crime Prevention Committee which was 
established by the City Council and organized in early March, 
has outlined a program which concentrates on promoting cit¬ 
izen participation in two crime prevention programs — Neigh¬ 
borhood Watch and Project ID. Neighborhood Watch was de¬ 
scribed by Committee chairman Robert J. Flynn as a structured 
“nosy neighbor” program. To make such a program success¬ 
ful, neighborhoods (in Greenbelt this often equates to courts) 
must be organized under a crime watch leader and one or more 
alternates. These persons hold meetings involving all neigh¬ 
borhood residents to acquaint them with the program and to 
educate them in the do’s and dont’s of crime watch.

Individual member prob¬ 
lems and concerns dominated 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) Board of Directors spe¬ 
cial meeting on June 24. 
Working well past midnight, 
the board considered the pros 
and cons of these problems. 
However, most of the time 
they referred them to man¬ 
agement or a board committee 
for further appraisal and 
guidance. President Jim Smith 
presided. All members were 
present except director Mark 
Dombrowski. 

Requests for exemptions from 
electric baseboard heat were 
made by two members and an ex¬ 
emption from the specific type of 
electric heat by two others. 

General Manager Tim Mitter 
informed the board that a letter 
had been received from a legal 
firm representing member Ben 
Abramowitz, 3L Eastway, regard¬ 
ing an exemption from electric 
baseboard heat. The letter had 
been referred to the corporation's 
lawyer, Pat Clancy, for review. 

Management also received a let¬ 
ter from Abramowitz and a pro¬ 
posal from Amerada Hess Corpo¬ 
ration to furnish and install a 
cast iron boiler unit to provide 
heat and hot water to his unit. 
Abramowitz, an artist, uses flam¬ 
mable chemicals in his work and 
is concerned that a spark could 
set them off. 

Director John Lewis asked 
what difference there was be¬ 
tween a spark from a light switch 
or a thermostat. Some board 
members had problems with the 
type of heater proposed and re¬ 
lated problems such as insurance. 
They also wanted to be sure that 
anyone off the electric system 
should still be responsible for his 
share of total maintenance. Audit 
Committee member Katherine 
Keene suggested that mainte¬ 
nance by the owner should be 
in his contract so that future 
buyers would know. 

Management has recommended 
two specific tests that the board 
use in granting exemption, a legal 
test and technical review. Clancy 
proposed a legal test which 
stresses that exemptions be grant¬ 
ed if the individual situation is 
unique and precedent actions by 
the corporation has acknowledg-

ed this uniqueness, (Clancy's let¬ 
ter indicates that he believes Ab- 
ramowitz’s request meets such a 
test.) 

The GHI staff architect, Stan 
Sersen, reviewed Abramowitz’s 
request and found it technically 
feasible, though several things 
still need to be worked out. Man¬ 
agement also cautioned the board 
that if such exemption requests 
are granted since contracts have 
already been let. a large number 
of exemptions may alter the in¬ 
tention of the contract. 

Smith asked that management 
meet with Abramowitz and look 
up specifications and what will 
have to be done, then bring it 
back to the board for a vote. 

The request for an exemption 
by Mark and Denise Dombrowski 
to retain the existing radiator 
heat joined by a new electric 
hydronic boiler was not discussed 
because Dombrowski was not 
present. 

Member Martin Holly, 45 Ridge, 
requested at the meeting that he 
be allowed to have liquid heat 
(for a $60 d fference) because he 
felt it was healthier. Smith re¬ 
quested that this be held and dis¬ 
cussed at the same time as simi¬ 
lar items. 

Member Adrianne Flager, 11-C 
Hillside, appealed to the board for 
permission to keep her heat pump 
which supplies heat and air for 
her downstairs. The heat pump 
had been approved before conver¬ 
sion and was in the house when 
she purchased it. She had been 
told she couldn't keep the pump. 
Management assured her she 
could keep the heat pump. Smith 
suggested she have the baseboard 
heat put in also so she would have 
it if she should need it. 

Sheds 

Shed exemptions were also re¬ 
quested of the board. Member 
Don Davis, 16Z1 Ridge, asked for 
permission to build a shed 10' 4". 
This is higher than present GHI 
standards. Management recom¬ 
mended against granting the ex¬ 
emption because the gardenside 
of this court is highly visible from 
Southway. When director Marga-

ret Hogensen asked how the 
neighbors felt about it, member 
Betty Deitch said, “We’re all 
neighbors. It does matter what 
shows from Southway, no matter 
where we live.’’ Director Frank 
Gervasi moved to refer the matter 
to the aesthetics and environment 
committee (A&E). 

The board also considered again 
the shed at 10G Plateau which 
had been built higher than GHI 
specifications but which the own¬ 
er now wished to retain. At a pre¬ 
vious meeting the owner had been 
asked to meet with the staff ar¬ 
chitect to see if there was any 
way to reduce its height. This 
had not been found feasible. Di¬ 
rector Don Volk did not think 
that the board should grant an 
exception because it would be just 
like saying. “If you want a shed, 
go ahead and build it and then 
come in for board approval.” Ho¬ 
gensen agreed. Smith noted that 
they were dealing with several 
things — were those buildings 
sheds or workshops, etc. If it is 
not a storage shed but really an¬ 
other building, it is prohibited. He 
felt approval would be setting a 
'erv dangerous precedent. If GHI 
should go to court, he said, the 
judge could say we don’t have any 
rule, we’ve given away our right 
to regulate. Director Janet Cant¬ 
well said the community is 
changing and perhaps GHI rules 
and regulations need to be looked 
at. 

The motion to grant this mem¬ 
ber an exception (the shed can 
remain as is) was granted. The 
question of shed height was sent

The specific public educational 
duties will be carried out by Pfc, 
Marr D, Sappington of the Green¬ 
belt Police Department, who is a 
non-voting member of the Crime 
Prevention Committee. 

Consideration is being given to 
integrating the Neighborhood 
Watch program with the Court 
Parent program which, according 
to Flynn, the PTA is trying to re¬ 
vive in Greenbelt. In his view, the 
two programs are naturally com¬ 
plementary and the same volun¬ 
teers could carry out both duties 
concurrently. 

Flynn emphasized that the vol¬ 
unteers who participate in the 
Neighborhood Watch program 
are acting only as observers—ex¬ 
tra eyes and ears for the police 
department. The volunteers’ sole 
mission would be to observe and 
report suspicious activity in their 
neighborhoods. A special telephone 
number, different from the police 
emergency number, is planned for 
these reports. 

In Greenbriar Phase III, a mo¬ 
bile crime watch went into oper¬ 
ation on May 29. Volunteers pa¬ 
trol their area in automobiles 
equipped with CB radios for re¬ 
porting anything suspicious to a 
base station. The base station re¬ 
lays reports to the Greenbelt po¬ 
lice. Each volunteer team reports 
to the police by phone from the 
base station when the operation 
is started. The police are inform¬ 
ed as to color, make and license 
number of the car being used and 
the names of the members as each 
shift changes. 

Flynn emphasized that a Neigh¬ 
borhood Watch does not have to 
be mobile to be successful. In fact, 
present plans are that most 
neighborhood watches will be 
non-mobile, that is, volunteers 
would simply observe their neigh¬ 
borhood from their windows or 
while walking around. 

Project ID 

Project ID is a program under 
which citizens are provided the 
equipment to mark all their val¬ 
uables with an identifying num¬ 
ber. Such identification aids the 
police when stolen goods are re¬ 
covered and facilitates their res¬ 
toration to the owner. 

The Crime Prevention Commit¬ 
tee voted at their regular meeting 
on June 15 to make contact with 
all civic, fraternal and neighbor¬ 


hood organizations in order to 
spread information about Neigh¬ 
borhood Watch and to establish 
contacts which will provide a 
structure for recruitment of vol¬ 
unteers. The committee also de¬ 
cided to follow up its June 8 pres¬ 
entation at Utopia Theater by 
continuing its educational pro¬ 
gram with additional films and 
lectures at Utopia and other loca¬ 
tions. Time and place will be an¬ 
nounced well in advance. 

At the June 8 meeting a primary 
concern of the attendees was ap¬ 
parently security at Center Mall. 
Edward Putens, city council liai¬ 
son to the Crime Prevention Com¬ 
mittee, commented that he had 
raised this subject at the June 14 
council meeting and had explored 
the possibility of getting more pa¬ 
trol time for the: Center, possibly 
by the police cadet who is to be 
hired. 

The Crime Prevention Commit¬ 
tee holds regular meetings at 8 
p.m. on the third Tuesday of each 
month in the city administration 
building. These meetings are open 
to the public. 

Thomas X. White Files 
For Central Committee 

Greenbelt City Councilman 
Thomas X. White has filed his 
candidacy for a 23rd District seat 
on the Prince Georges County 
Democratic Central Committee. 
White was an unsuccessful can¬ 
didate for a position on the Dem¬ 
ocratic Central Committee in the 
Primary Election of 1978. He is a 
five-term Councilman in Green- 
belt and has lived in Prince Gcor 
ges County for 23 years. 

In the Primary Election on 
September 14, Prince Georges cit¬ 
izens will elect seven At-Large 
Candidates and two District Can¬ 
didates for the Central Commit¬ 
tee. This is a change from previ¬ 
ous elections where all candidates 
for party central committees had 
to run county-wide.

"Go Fight City Hall/’ that’s a 
synonym for something useless 
and frustrating, right? Well, not 
if you live in Greenbelt. At least 
we hope not. 

On the other hand, the people 
at our City Office must go home 
thinking, 4 *Go fight the citizens," 
because they sure do get some 
strange phone calls. Of course, 
there are the ones that could be 
expected, complaints on utilities, 
burned out street lights, muddy 
water in the faucets, and inqui¬ 
ries for special trash services. 

However, some people must 
think of the City as one large di¬ 
rectory. During one seven day 
period, 137 calls were received 
asking for phone numbers such 
as the post office, library, Co-op, 
doctors offices, and the Armory. 
There were an amazing 76 calls 
for Blue Cross-Blue Shield, and 
three calls intended for the town 
of Rockville. Both of the above 
have phone numbers somewhat 
like our City number, but why in 
the world did someone call from 
Missouri to get directions from 
there to East Riverdale?

Ragtime Ensemble Gives 
A Lively Performance

No, they’re not a professional 
group. The beginning of one num¬ 
ber was in such disarray that 
they had to stop and start over. 
But nevertheless the Rosebud 
Ragtime Ensemble put on a good 
show. They are amateur in the 
best sense of the word: they love 
what they do. 

The group, which is led by for¬ 
mer Greenbelter Tom Pad, takes 
its name from the turn-of-the- 
century Rosebud Cafe in St. Lou¬ 
is, where Scott Joplin and some 
of his cohorts used to try out 
their work around a piano in the 
back room. Many of the numbers 
that made up the June 11 concert 
at the Utopia Theatre, a Green¬ 
belt Cultural Arts Center presen¬ 
tation, were classic ragtime pieces 
of that era—Joplin tunes like 
"The Entertainer” and ‘The 
Chrysanthemum." 

Joining with the band in two 
dance numbers were three cou¬ 
ples who comprise the Sunflower 
Sextette. Dressed colorfully—the 
women in yellow skirts and the 
men in straw boaters with red, 
white, and blue ribbon bands— 
they performed a slow drag num¬ 
ber, ending in a cake walk, and 
later a jazz style dance, ‘The Cu- 
banola Glide.” 

The program was nicely varied 
also with occasional numbers in 
different styles, such as the popu¬ 
lar "After You’ve Gone” and a 
two-step, "Dixie Blossoms.” 

Trombonist Jack Gurin, who 
doubled on violin, did some peppy 
slide trombone work on "Peace¬ 
ful Henry” and Marcy Jacobs, at 
the other end of the register, did 
some lively piccolo trills and runs 
in several numbers. Pad tied the 
program together with historical 
comments on ragtime as a genre 
and its surrounding culture. 

The whole evening took me back 
to the Saturday night concerts in 
the town bandshell that I used to 
listen to as a child on summer eve¬ 
nings. We’re so surrounded with 
professional perfection on TV and 
radio that we forget how much 
fun it was to make the music 
ourselves. The Rosebud Ensemble 
brought it all back.

An exception from fence regu¬ 
lations was requested by a mem¬ 
ber of 34 Ridge, who asked per¬ 
mission to build a 6 ft. by 44 ft.

Although sev¬ 
eral board members seemed to fa¬ 
vor approval, director Joe Jenk¬ 
ins felt it would be unsightly.

She said she realized that 
GHI can’t go back and change all 
exceptions but “we have to start 
somewhere, sometime ” Keene felt 
such high fences destroyed prop¬ 
erty value since part of the value 
of GHI is the fact that one can 
look out and see green spaces.... 
Member Nat Shinderman advised 
the board to look at the regula¬ 
tions, decide what is fair and eq¬ 
uitable, and live with it. The prob¬ 
lem was handed to the A & E 
committee. 

An update was given on the 
parking problem at 46 Crescent 
where the member is sometimes 
unable to get out of his garage 
because of parked cars in front 
of it. The area has been painted 
with yellow lines to comply with 
the Prince Georges County Fire 
Marshal's directions. A letter was 
sent to Greenbelt police to inform 
them the fire lane was in effect. 
Because it is private property, 
however, the police will only issue 
citations or tow to allow free pas¬ 
sage of fire or emergency vehicles. 
The member asked GHI to tow 
offending vehicles. The issue was 
referred to the Member Com¬ 
plaints committee. 

Worker's Survey 

Chairman Nat Shinderman read 
a report from the Personnel Com¬ 
mittee regarding two things, em¬ 
ployee’s request to change holiday 
and an employee morale survey, 
Shinderman also gave a one-man 
minority report against the sur¬ 
vey. 

A request was made by one of 
the employee representatives that 
one day’s leave follow Thanks¬ 
giving in lieu of Veteran's Day. 
The Personnel Committee reluc¬ 
tantly advised against this because 
they felt that the holiday was not 
granted so that employees could 
have another day of paid vacation 
but was given to them so that 
they had the opportunity to ob¬ 
serve the national holiday. Volk 
disagreed. He felt that the princi¬ 
pal use of time off was to benefit 
the employees. Jenkins felt it 
would be a travesty to forget Vet¬ 
eran’s Day.

and Jenkins, Lewis, Cantwell and 
Smith against 

The Personnel Committee asked 
for permission to conduct a mor¬ 
ale of-workers survey. The com¬ 
mittee majority felt this should 
be done. 

In his minority report Shinder¬ 
man felt all this should be taken 
in perspective. Unless there is 
something substantive or specific 
he could see nothing useful in 
taking the survey.

Virginia Beauchamp is a 
professor of English at the Un¬ 
iversity of Maryland, an his¬ 
torian of women's issues, a 
long-time member of the 
News Review staff and a dedi¬ 
cated community leader. 

A native Michigander and the 
daughter of two high school prin¬ 
cipals, Virginia always wanted to 
be an educator Teaching courses 
in Shakespeare and women's lit¬ 
erature, Virginia has accomplish¬ 
ed much of her goal. Another 
goal is to publish a book based on 
the diaries and letters of Madge 
Preston, a woman who lived In 
Baltimore Corunty in the mid- 
nineteenth century. Virginia dis¬ 
covered the documents several 
years ago in the archives of the 
University of Maryland's McKel- 
din Library, and since then has 
been caught up in the upheavals 
of the Civil War period as well 
as the tumultuous family life of 
Madge and her husband William, 
and only child, May. 

The diaries and letters present 
conflicting views of Madge and 
her relationship with William, As 
a woman of her time, Madge 
Preston did not confide in her be¬ 
loved daughter May the misery 
she was experiencing, nor even 
was she always forthright in her 
diary. In comparing the diaries 
with the letters for the period 
from 1860 to 1867 (with some mis¬ 
sing) written to May, William and 
others. Virginia must often inter¬ 
pret what Madge tries to obscure 
or hint. 

While the letters might describe 
the contented life of a well-to-do 
matron, the diaries gradually re¬ 
flect Madge’s inner torment and 
depression. The indignities Vir¬ 
ginia feels Madge was subjected 
to are suggested by Virginia's out¬ 
raged tone when she reads pas¬ 
sages from Madge’s diary which 
describe being beaten senseless by 
her husband. 

Since it was not proper for a 
woman of that period to describe 
her true feelings, even in her di¬ 
ary, Virginia feels that Madge de¬ 
nied what was happening, es¬ 
pecially in the early diaries and 
considered her husband's '‘ill hu¬ 
mor" to be an aberration But later 
entries reveal in hidden and some¬ 
times Freudian ways Madge's 
torment. For example, she mixes 
up the words “treating” and 
"threatening" when writing that 
her husband is "treatening” her 
niece well. 

Madge also paints a vivid por¬ 
trait of life during the Civil War— 
the ladies try to stay out of the 
way and yet minister to the 
wounded. Madge, herself, a 
southern sympathizer, indicates 
her happiness when Lincoln is

shot and she recounts in her diary 
of sending her slaves through the 
strife-torn city to bring William 
home, 

Virginia also has been explor¬ 
ing the lives of other women, par¬ 
ticularly Maryland women, who 
have made contributions to liter¬ 
ature and history, women such as 
Zenith Jones who wrote detec¬ 
tive stories and Anna Ella Carroll, 
a military strategist in the Civil 
War. These are generally un¬ 
known women whose contributions 
nevertheless were immense for 
their time or any time. 

As a teacher, Virginia is trying 
to educate her students about the 
lives of these women, to sensitize 
them into recognizing what wom¬ 
en have contributed to civilization. 
Virginia states, women are seen 
as having no value and no distinct 
role other than as helpmates to 
men. For the last two years, she 
has participated in a Women's His¬ 
tory Week project, sponsored by 
that State Department of Educa¬ 
tion, to develop packets of infor¬ 
mation aimed at elementary-age 
children which focus on Maryland 
women in history. 

Virgina has been called upon to 
speak before school children, the 
Women’s Political Caucus, the 
National Organization for Women, 
and the American Association of 
University Women, on women’s 


roles in history. 

She has also been instrumental 
in pioneering a Women’s Studies 
Program at the University of 
Maryland devoted to women’s his¬ 
tory, writing, politics and social 
issues. In her courses, she teach¬ 
es students to research the lives 
and writings of numerous Mary¬ 
land women as well as to take oral 
histories of elderly persons. 

Because women tend to be fam¬ 
ily historians, letter writers keep¬ 
ers of diaries, and not authors, 
women's achievements are often 
overlooked, Virginia maintains. 
Women are service-oriented. They 
will raise money for hospitals and 
social causes, while men will be¬ 
come the chairmen of the boards, 
she comments, a hint of anger 
and frustration in her soft voice. 

While the life of the Prestons 
consumes much of her time, Vir¬ 
ginia is busy with many other 
projects, not the least of which 
is her service to the News Review, 
Having lived in Greenbelt since 
1957, first in Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. and now on Maplewood 
Court, she practices a discreet 
involvement in the politics and is¬ 
sues of the city.

New Income Limits 
For Pharmacy Aid 

Marylanders with low incomes 
can be aided by the State-funded 
Maryland Pharmacy Assistance 
Program, which offers assistance 
in defraying costs of prescription 
drugs and some medical supplies. 
Eligibility for the program is 
based on a household's financial 
resources. The new income limits: 
effective July 1, a single person 
must have a gross annual income 
of $4,950 or less, and cash assets 
of $2,500 or less in order to qual¬ 
ify for program benefits. Addi¬ 
tional income and assets are al¬ 
lowed for a spouse and for each 
child under 18 in the household. 

For covered items, program re¬ 
cipients pay $1 for each prescrip¬ 
tion and each refill. Items cov¬ 
ered are legend drugs (those 
drugs requiring a prescription by 
law), insulin, needles and syr¬ 
inges. and certain contraceptives.
